SEEK NEW SOURCES 
OF VITAL METALS 


"Unhoped For" Progress Is 
Being Made, Report 
States 


WASHINGTON—U.

Bureau

p. ogress in the nationwide search 
; tor new sources of strategic metals 
I and minerals

In less ban two years of explora- 
I tory work, they said, 
the 
experts 
t not only have made detailed sur­ 
veys of known mineral reserves but 
ha re discovered as well numerous 
new deposits of some of the most 
essential meta s 
for 
the defence 
piogram. 
Much of the cxploralory work has 
dealt with deposits 
of 
antimony, 
chromite, 
manganese, 
m e r c u r y , 
nickel, 
tin 
and 
tungsten 
found 
chiefly in Arizona. Arkansas. Cali­ 
fornia, 
Idaho. 
Montana, 
Nevada. 
New Mexico. Oregon. South Dako­ 
ta. Utah. Virginia and Washington. 
C finals 
emphasized 
that 
the 
rhirf purpose cf 
the 
nationwide 
study was to grade known metal 
reserves so plans 
for 
processing 
subcomme cial grade ores could be 
made in advance of more pressing 
needs. 
Surprising Discoveries Made 
But in several instances the work 
of the engineers was marked by the 
discovery' of unsuspected ore de­ 
posits. 
One of the most important of the 
chance discoveries was made in the 
Yellow Pine 
District 
of Central 
Idaho, where an extensive deposit 
of scheelite of 
high 
commercial 
value was found in the course of 
testing low-grade antimony. 
Scheelite is a source of tungsten, 
so important a metal in defense 
that it has been placed under full 
priority control by the Office of 
Production Management. Tungsten- 
content steel is used almost ex­ 
clusively in construction of machine 
tools because it retains its cutting 
qualifies under extreme tempera­ 
tures. 
The survey of the low-grade an ­ 
timony in the Idaho fie’d was taken 
solely as a means of determining 
the amount 
available, 
but in its 
midst the engineers discovered one 
strata containing 
more 
than 50 
per cent metallic antimony—more 
than valuable enough for ordinary 
commercial use. Antimony is need­ 
ed in making 
bearings 
and 
in 
hardening the lead in burets and 
high caliber rifle shells. 
C’hramite Deposits Large 
Exploratory 
work 
in 
chromite 
deposits in Oregon and Montana 
assured the bureau that the n a­ 
tions reserve of this metal, needed 
in making durable and rustless al- 
oys. was far greater than previ­ 
ously realized. 
The 
engineers 
reported 
that 
great supplies of manganese, indi­ 
spensable in smelting iron ore, were 
found in Nevada. 
Utah. 
Arizona. 
Arkansas. California. New Mexico, 
Washington, 
Montana 
and 
Colo- 1 
rado. Most of the 
deposits, 
they 
said, were 
far below' commercial 
grade, but could be used in event 
regu ar sources are depleted. 
Surface exploration in the B ot­ 
tle Creek district of Nevada result­ 
ed in the discovery of a mercury 
deposit of commercial grade. Tile 
bureau said work was under way 
on mercury properties at Coso Hot 
Springs. Cal., and in Pike county,

Mercury Uses Vital 
Mercury is essential in prepara­ 
tion of medicines and in making a 
special type of poisonous paint for 
ship bottoms which keeps the bar­ 
nacle menace at a minimum. 
The bureau reported it was cur­ 
rently exploring deposits in Mon­ 
tana and on Yakobi Island. Alaska, 
for traces of nickel, essential in
